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BREAKFAST FOOD 
BBING ANALYZED 


By Government. Questionable 
Whether Change in Raw 
Material is Worth the 
Extra Cost. 


Ottawa, Ont., June 10.—The inland 
revenue department has issued a bul- 
letin in regard to brenk?ast foods. 
Some 99 samples were collected all 
over the Dominion, and a careful an- 
alysis has been made of these, Chief 
Analysist Macfarlane says: ‘The es 
sential features of the claims made 
are placed bn record, and it is impos- 
sible to avoid remarking on the dif- 
ferent degrees of subdivision effected 
in their treatment that varies from 
‘rolling’ to ‘flaking,’ of a very com- 
plete character, in which the grains 
are brought into the condition of thin 
semi-translucent laminae. It is quite 
possible that this thinning out in- 
creases the digestion, but it is a ques- 
tion as to whether this change is 
worth the extra cost. It is not easy 
to get at the price of these articles per 
pound owing to the indefinite and 
varying weights contained in the 
package, but it seems to amount to 
from 5 to 23 cents per pound. Since 
oatmeal or wheaten flour is retailed 
at from three to four cents {ft Lecomes 
a question as to how far the extra 
price is justified. : 

“With reference tothe question of 
adulteration, it does not appear that 
any of the samples referr to in 
this report can be challenged, with 
effect, under any of the provisions of 
the law, The names under which 
they are’ sold are teo fanciful and in- 
definite and do not admit of being 
compared with their -omposition. 
Even in the foods which élaim to be 
‘“‘malted,”’ and may not contain dis- 
taste, it is doubtful as to whether 
they could be challenged in the ab- 
Bence of standard.”

SURVEY PARTY 
GOES NORTH 


A. W. Panton And Party Will 
Spend a Year in the 
Northland.

Mr. A. W. Penton, Dominion land 
surveyor of Macleod, is in the city 
preparing for a year’s trip into the 
north country. Mr. Ponton proceeds 
at the direction of the surveyor-gen- 
eral to run the fifth meridian, pick- 
ing it up a short distance north of 
Athabasca Landing and continuing 
the survey until he reaches the inter- 
section of the meridian and the Peace 
River, a distance of nearly 300 miles. 

Mr. Ponton, who is an old timer in 
the West and theroughly conversant 
with conditions of western life and 
transportation, has made timely pre- 
parations for his northern trip. Last 
winter when sleighing was good he 
sent supplied ahead which are now 
cached at Moose Portage and Wabis- 
caw. He expects to be about until 
the end of the summer of 1908 and 
will therefore require considerable 
fodder and provisions to carry his 
men and horses over the winter, 

Mr. Ponton, in addition to running 
the line of the fifth meridian, has 
instructions from the surveyor gen- 
eral to explore the country for 12 
miles on both sides of the line, esti- 
mating the timber, soil, vegetation, 
minerals and other resources. None 
but experienced men will form the 
party who are familiar with western 
conditions and know something of the 
hardships that sometimes attend 
travel in the northern wilds.

Hearing Evidence. 


The trial of Victor Houde was con- 
tinued today in the Supreme Court. 
Two witnesses were examined, Wm. 
Parks and John Peacock. The story 
of Parks agreed with the evidence 
given by Pepper yesterday afternoon 
and is substantially the same as tak- 
en at the preliminary trial, Mr.Cogs- 
well, the crown prosecutor, stated to- 
day that the case for the crown would 
be all in this afternoon. It is 
not known yet what line the defence 
will take. Several witnesses have 
been subpoenaed, but it was stated 
today by one of the counsel for the 
defence that it was very probable no 
witnesses would be put in. the box. 
The defence wilt in all probability 
rely upon the inability of the crown 
to connect the prisoner with the 
crime,

Park's Story. 

Wm. Parks swore that he slept in 
Looby's harness shop on the night of 
April 4th. ° Pepper slept with him. 
They rose between 6 and 7 on the 
morning of ‘Ye thh. They went iato 
a little roota when Peacock entered 
They had a drink. In a few minutes 
Houde came in. Peacock asked Houde 
“hat hurt his face. He said that he 
and Geo. Woods had a quarrel. Houde 
soon left the room. In a few min- 
uies witness, Pepper and Peacock 
went to Woods’ shack and found him 
dead. They notified the police. Wit- 
ness and Peacock went to the Jasper 
house. 

Witness met Woods in the Queens 
and Jasper house on the afternoon be- 
fore the night of the murder. Woods 
went home about 6 o’clock. Witness 
and Pepper were around the Jasper 
house and Queens hotel. 

In cross-examination witness stat 
ed that Houde said tou them in the 
card room before he left: ‘‘Here’s the 
key of the shack.’’ Pacock’s conver- 
sation led thef to go to Woods’ shack. 
Peacock handed witness the key, but 
the door was not locked. The door 
touched the body as it was pushed 
open.. He described the position of 
the body much in the same manner 
as was related yesterday by Constable 
Howey, the first witness called. Pea- 
cock did not enter tlie shack. They 
stayed about two minutes, then went 
to notify the police. 

He further stated that when Woods 
left the hotel on the evening oi the 
4th he was pretty drunk. He notic- 
ed the scratch on Houde’s face in the 
card room like a dog scratch, 

To Mr. Cogswell, he said that he 
had visited Woods’ shack on the Tues- 
day previous to the murder. Witness 
was in the box 1 1-2 hours. 


Peacock’s Evidence. 

John Peacock was the next sworn. 
He has lived in Edmonton for 27 
years. He lived two or three weeks 
with Woods in his shack immediate- 
ly previous to his death. On the 4th 
of April witness left shack early in 
the day and left Woods there. He 
returned between 7 and 8 o’clock on 


the 4th and found Woods dead. He 
came up town. He was so shocked 
that he did not give any alarm, He 


stayed that night at the Jasper. Next 
morning, i.e. the 5th, he went to the 
Queens. Parks and Pepper came in, 
They went into the card room. Houde 
came in. He had marks of blood on 
his cheeck, Houde said he had dif- 
ficulty with Woods. Houde then left 
the card room, Witness suggested to 
Pepper and Parks that they visit the 
shack, 

Witness and Woods lived agreeably 
together, They slep in the same bed. 
Houde had a bed in this shack too. 
Witness and Houde were friendly. 
Relations between Woods and Houde 
were no ttoo friendly. Houde ob- 
jected to the “whiskey business." 
Houde said Woods would have to cut 
whiskey out ore he would quit him. 
Woods was not quarrelsome and said 
very little when Houde would raise 
these objections, 

In cross-examination he stated that 
be could not remember whether he 
told Parks and Pepper on the morn- 
in gof the 5th that he found Woods 
dead the night before in his shack. 
He wanted these men to go to the 
shack with him to see ihe dead man. 
Asked why he did not iniorm the po- 
lice when he found Woods on the ey- 
ening of the 4th, he stated he had no 
reason beyond that he did not do it, 

The trial continued yesterday alter- 
noon with the taking of the expert 
evidence in connection with the post- 
mortem examination by Dr. Farqu- 
harsonan » Dr, Barrow. Dr. Braith- 
waite, who conducted the inquest, 
also gave evidence. The skull of the 
deceased ma nwas produced in court. 
Dr, Farquharson testified that death 
was due to pressureon the vital cen 
tres by hemorrhage, caused by the 
fracturee of the base of the skull by a 
hlow with a blunt weapon. He fur- 
ther testified that Wood's heart was 
sound, He thought death was ‘n- 
stantaneous, and that Wood never 
moved after he was struck, 

Dr. Barrow corroborated the evi- 
dence of the previous witness that 
death was caused by an effusion ci 
blood from the lateral sinus upon the 
vital centres, 

Nelson Gray, who lives between 
Namayo and Kinistino avenues, near 
the Wood's shack, swore that on the 
evening of the 4th of April he re- 
turned to his house about 0 p.m., 
when he found a man in his bed, 
whom he identified as the prisoner, 


Prisoner asked where he was at andl 
said he was ditnk. Witness did not 
think Houde was drunk. He sat up 
in. the bed and put on his boots. 

Herbert Payzant, an engineer of 63 
Bellamy. street, found the prisoner 
ying against his kitchen door on 
evening of the 4th of April. Prisoner 
had been in the coal bin, and said he 
gueased he was pretty drunk. -Wit- 
ness offered to take him home, but 
he thought he could go himself. He 
wanted, to fill his pipe and witness 
took him in, Prisoner said he lived 
across by the Berry’s livery barn, 
referring to the one on the north side 
of Bellamy street. Witness took pri- 
soner outside, and after going west a 
little way, prisoner said he lived the 
other way, They turned and went 
east. Witness asked prisoner if he 
did not live in one of Stennet's 
shacks. He said he guessed he did. 
They went to one of these shucks and 

risoner caid that none of them was 

is, but when he saw them from the 
fronth e said one was his, Witness 
left nim there. 

James Andrew Henry, night clerk 
at the Alberta on the morning of 
April 5th swore that Vic. Houde came 
in to the Alberta at 12.15, remainir 
until about 1.30. He went out with 
a guest of the hotel, who registered 
as Charles Marchand. Marchand 
spoke to Houde as one familiar with 
him, “They came back about 2.30. 
Marchand went to bed and Houde ieft 
the hotel at fifteen minutes to three 
o'clock. Tn cross-examination, wit: 
ness said prisoner was certainly in- 
toxicated and had a little sear that 
caused a suspicion that he had been 
in a row, 

William Pepper swore that on the 
night of the 4th of April he and Wm. 
Parks slept over Looby’s harness 
shop. He rose and went the 
Queen’s Hotel, where he saw John 
Peacock, While they were in 
little room near the bar Houde came 
in, Peacock remarked 
scratches on Houde’s face. Witness 
looked at Houde, who said he had 
trouble with Woods tne night before. 
Witness asked “What did he hit you 
with?” Houde left the room immedi- 
ately, Peacock remarked how sud- 
denly Houde leit the room, After a 
while witness, Parks and Peacock 
went to Wood’s shack, on the sugges- 
tion of ePacock, They reached there 
at 7.30. Parks went in first. | Wit- 
ness followed. They found Woods 
in a condition which they thought 
was either dead or unconscious, 
Parks took the victim by the hand 
and said ‘He's stiff.’’

future, 

For some years he was manager 
and editor of the Grand Forks Eve- 
ning Times, but the lure of the 
north drew its fascination over him 
and in October last he deserted the 
editorial chair to go to the famous 
Peace River country, in the interests 
of the North British Development 
company, 


He says the average Canadian has | 


but little idea of the richness cf 


his heritage, to be found in the re-| 


sources of the great Peace River 
country, and but a small conception 
of its grandeur, beauty and_ fertility. 
He has travelled extensively over all 
portions of the United States, 
while they all have their good fea» 
tures they all have their bad. 
Veace Kiver District is the ideal 
habitat of the settler, A fault may 
be found in that it is far away from 
the centres of civilization, but that 
fault will soon be remedied once the 
richness of the country is more fully 
known. There may be poor spots in 
the land, but in a country of sueh 
dimensions it is not necessary to use 
all the available space and the peo- 
ple of more than one Canada could 
easily find room. The soil is a black 
vegetable loam from 1 to 3 feet in 
depth underlaid with a subsoil of 
light yellow elay to a depth of from 
6 to 8 feet. Wherever this rich vege- 
table mould has been cultivated, 
crops of great protusion and quality 
have been procured, Mr. Lampman 
took a trip to the Dakotas and Min- 
nestoa, and took with him some sam- 
ples of wheat.

About three miles from that village 
two parties of Italians and Galicians 
were engaged at the grading work on 
the C. P. R. In the former party 
there were about two dozen men, and 
in the latter one dozen, 

Trouble arose between them, the 
Galicians refusing to board with the 
natives of Sunny Italy, and as a te- 
sult had to tramp to Locheed for 
lodging. 

The ill feeling continued to grow, 
and finally culminated in an open 
fight, in which an Italian attacked 1 
Galician with a razor. 

Apparently én an attempt to slash 
him across the throat, the Italian 
rush at hig antagonist, but missing 
his mark, made an ugly gash across 


the Galician’s face just below the 
eyes. He afterwards made his 
escape. 

The mounted police at Sedgewick 
were notified by telegraph, and are 
now in search of the offender.

The Jury Brings in a Strong 
Verdict After Long 
Deliberation 


_— 


1. That the said Joseph Hardy 
came og leath by asphyxiation 
the nig t the fire at the Strath- 
cona Co.’s mine on Saturday 
night of June 8, 1907, by the inhala- 
tion of amoke and gases caused by 
the said fire, the origin of said un- 
known. ; 

2. We censure the said Strathcona 
Coal Co,, for not sinking another air 
shaft in compliance with clause 10B, 
chapter 25 regulating the operation of 
coal mines in the province of Alber 
ta. We also censure the provincial 
inspector in this case for not insist- 
ing on the construction of the afore- 
said shaft. 

3. We also suggest and recommend 
to the provincial government of Al- 
berta that in all mines where anum- 
ber of men are employed underground 
an outside watchman should be eim- 
ployed. 

4. We regret that the city council 
were dilatory in responding to the 
request of the fire chief for hose wag- 
gon and necessary equipment made 
to them some time ago.

The above is the verdict brought 
in last night by the coroner’s jury to 
inquire into the deaths @f the victims 
of the mine disaster. The verdict was 
the result of two hours and _ forty 
minutes’ deliberation in’ the evening, 
and the hearing of witnesses during 
the entire day. 

There was lotsa of acrimonious dis- 
cussion between the jurymen, and se- 
vere examination of some of the wit- 
nesses, 

The first witnesses were John Me- 
Nulty, bookkeeper, who told of the 
business in connection with the mine, 
and Sumner Wallis, who measured 
the distance between the two shafts 
and said it was 34 feet. He had seen 
a plan of the mine, There were at 
one time 27 men in the mine. 

Edward Candler told the story of 
how he had discovered the fire and 
his subsequent actions as first report- 
ed in his interview with the Bulletin 
yesterday, and Gilbert Martin, who 
was the first miner to go down after 
the fire narrated the positions of the 
dead bodies as he found them, 

John MeNulty, recalled, said five 
or six barrels of water were kept at 
the office in case of fire. He could 
not tell whether there had been an 
application made for water connec- 
tions. He could not swear as to 
whether there were not more than 20 
men in one shift. 

The jury here unanimously resolv- 
ed that the books should be produc- 
ed, and the witness’s examination 
was suspended to allow him to get 
them. ; 

Two men gave evidence of identifi- 
cation of Tittley and Thepot. 

William Roberts, miner, said he ut- 
rived at the mine at 11.30 on Satur- 
day night, and it was then ablaze 
He had been working in the mine un- 
til five o’clock. He had been em- 
ployed there since October last. 
About one o’clock Sunday morning hw 
went down the shaft accompanied by 
Martin. The witness detailed what 
they found, his story, differing from 
Martin’s in only a few particulars. 
Hardy was sitting with his back 
against a pit prop and with 4 candle 
in his hand, Witness took the can- 
dle away and commenced rubbing the 
hand. Then he carried Hardy to the 
shatt bottom, and he was taken up. 
The air shaft went straight down, and 
was timbered all the way, and the 
ladder went straight down, Previous 
to finding Hardy’s body, they had 
come across two loaded cars besides 
the things spoken of by Martin, There 
were four bodies in the heap at the 
{oot of the air shaft, Witness had 
been a miner thirteen years. He had 
seen mine exits that were as close 
when there were three exits, and al- 
most as close when there were two. 
He wanted to go down half an hour 
before he was allowed to do so, but 
was prevented by the firemen and 
Constable Harris. : 

Dr, Greene said that olong — with 
Drs. McIntyre and Hotson he tried to 
revive Hardy by artificial respiration, 
but aiter continuing for an hour anc 
a half they gave up, as life was ab- 
solutely extinct. Death was due to 
asphyxiation. There was no sign of 
external injury except an abrasion on 
the nose, which might have been post 
mortem, and caused in bringing the 
body up the shaft, The witness was 
called in to see Lamb, who was se- 
verely burnt in the trunk, face and 
extremities. He heard Lamb say he 
went down the mine. He was quite 
conscious of his condition and sur- 
roundings and stated his opinion as 
to the fate of the other miners, say- 
ing that they would. be suffocated. 

fy. McIntyre de! d that he was 
present when Hardy was raised to the 
surface. Hardy was. carried on a 
stretcher to the ambulance. After 
working on him an hour and a half, 
they noticed that rigor mortis was 
setting in, and stopped, His appear- 
ance was that of a man who was as- 
phyxiated. He had bright pink spots 
on his cheeks which indicated as- 
phyxiation by carbon dioxide, Wit- 
neas could not say how long Hardy 
had been dead when brought up, 
Witness touched his hand, which was 
colder than the surroundings, and he 
supposed it had accidentally got wet 
in coming up the shait, 

Charles Williains, assistant book- 
keeper at the mine, said he saw all 
the men except Harrington going 
down. The number of men employ- 
ed was generally not more than six- 
teen or eighteen, but he would not 
swear positively that it had not reach- 
ed twenty, There were plans in the 
office on Saturday night. One was a 
recent one, but the others were older 
and all different. It was possible for 
the inspector of mines to visit the 
mine without witness seeing him, 

Norman Fraser, provincial govern- 
ment mine inspector, Edmonton, said 
he #nepected the mine at the end cf 


Janvary, or beginning of Februagy. 
Asked as to his qualifications, the 
witorss explained that he had @ pro- 
vine‘al first clase nine certificate for 
Alberta. He had had six years con! 
cona Coal Co.’s mine on Saturday 
night of June 8 1907, by the inhala- 
tion of smoke and gases caused by 
min’ng experience in Midlothian, 
Ser’‘land, two years in Derbyshire, 
Evevland, two years in the Crow's 
Nee} Pass and one year in Saskatche- 
wan, He had previously examined 
thie mine in November or December. 
He had warned Dunn, the former pit 
boss, that he must not on any ac- 
count work with mor@ than 20 men. 
He did not see the books to satisfy 
himself that more than 20 men were 
not working. Theer was a distance 
of thirty feet between the shafts. 
Asked as to the number of mines he 
had under his supervision, he said 
130, and added that this was one of 
the best in Alberta. He had made 
siveral complaints following on his 
xaminations—always to the pit boss. 
shaft in compliance with clause 10B, 
He had never brought anything to 
the notice of anyone else personally, 
to the Strathcona Coal Co, At the 
November inspection he had = com- 
plained that the shaft was not fenced, 
that the me hinery was not fenced, 
of men riding down on top of the 
cages, and on one occasion the air 
shatt had got frozen up. All these 
were immediately rectified. He had 
explained carefully to Dunn that if 
he worked more than 20 men, he 
would be infringing the Coal Mines 
Regulation Act, and that he would 
have to report them if he heard of 
any breach of the law. The Act in 
question only came into force in 
1906, and thees shafts had been sunk 
previously, and no provision had been 
made in the Act for them, 

George M. Groat, chief of the fire 
brigade, deposed that the alarm came 
in about 11.30, when he was in bed. 
He got down to the mine about twelve 
o'clock, but other members of the bri- 
gade were down about fifteen minutes 
before him. They took down about 
1,650 feet of hose, but had to send 
back for 450 feet more. The delay in 
getting water was owing to the want 
of a hose waggon, and having to send 
and get « team to bring down the 
hose. They had requisitioned for a 
hose waggon, and it had been prom- 
ised that day. The Edmonton brigade 
had telephoned offering their services 


if necessary, but he had declined 
them. 
Thomas MeNerney and Thomas 


Smith deposed to the bringing up 
of the four bodies in blankets. They 
could not recognize any of them. 
Smith said he offeerd to go down the 
shait half an hour before any attempt 
was made, but was not allowed. He 
thought it would have been possible 
to go down then, 

Frank Cooper also wanted to go 
down, but was not allowed. 

Lamb’s statement made to Dr. Hot- 
son was then read. 

John McNulty was once more ie- 
called, and produced a book which he 
said had been kept by the pit boss, 
Lamb, and only went back to the 16th 
April. One of the jurymen drew at- 
tention to the fact that on the 19th 
April there were twenty men down 
in the mine according to the book. 

The jury then adjourned, meeting 
again at 7.30; at 7.40 they retired, 
and at 10.20 brought in the above 
verdict

OLDS. 


As time passes, the crop reports 
grow brighter. Farmers stated ten 
days ago that the crops were as far 
ahead then as they were at a corre- 
sponding period last year. Now the 
tillers’ of the soil declare that the 
vegetation is farther ahead than on 
June 8th, 1906. Truly, the prospects 
for a bountiful harvest this year are 
good, good, good. 

We thought it was wise to start 
out with an account of crop indica- 
tions in Olds district, so that it 
would serve as a sort of a preamble 
to the information that we wish to 
give regarding the manner in which 
the C. P. R.erop report of the sixth 
inst. was so conspicuous in all at 
once turning up missin’, The riot oc- 
curred on the third of this month and 
more than one of our citizens was 
heard to remark on the streets to- 
day that this omission had very 
much the smell of a railway com- 
pany wanting to wipe Olds off the 
map. The incident also started the 
same people referring to the fact that 
many of the ©. P. R.. maps have 
the name of any little spot on 
their lines until it comes to Olds: 
That name for some reason does not 
appear. This all might be an over- 
sight in the printing, but it appears 
strange that it would be noticed in 
the succeeding issues of those folders. 

One of our town wags suggests that 
the maving spirits in the C. P.R. are 
studydhig. a new language by which 
they’ can give greater vent to their 
ruffled feelings and yet insist in Eng- 
lish! that everything is serene. He 
says that some of their sentences run

The Prince was born on April 23, 
1858, and early in liié married his 
cousin, Princess Toshiko of Arisgawa, 
a sister of His Imperial Highness 
Prince Admiral Arisgawa, He has 
several children, one of his sons be- 
ing a commander in the Japanese 
navy. 

In order to provide for the perpet- 
ual continuance of the line of suc- 
cession to the Japanese throne in 
the present imperial family it is the 
custom when a new emperor ascends 
the throne to nominate two heirs ap- 
parent from among the near relatives 
The present heirs apparent are Prince 
Fushimi and Prince Admiral Aria- 
gawa,

The nom- 
inated heirs apparent are treated with 
distinguished courtesy by the Japan- 
ese people, The Prince does not take 
part in, Japanese politics, no member 
of the Imperial family being per- 
mitted to do so. The relatives of the 
Mikado go into either the army cr 
navy. { 

As an army commander the Prince 
receives a salary of 6,000 yen a year, 
about $3,000. He also receives a share 
of the civil list. He lives in modest 
style, and when travelling is accom- 
panied by only two servants. The 
other members of the party, which 
will soon arrive in Canada, all rank 
as gentlemen

FIRST FAST 
MAIL TEST 
By Way of Nervi Sydney Made 


Yesterday. Almost Marine 
Disaster. 


North Sydney, June 10.--The} first 
fast mail test via North Sydney wan 
made to-day. The transier of mails 
and te was attended by many 
sairring i nts, and at one time it 
looked as if the affair would result 
in a marine ttagedy. Contrary to ex- 
poretionts and in direct opposition 
_to the wishes of Captain Belanger, 
Captain Viponda of the Virginian in- 
sisted that the Montcaln proceed 
further out than Swivel Point, where 
the transfer of the mails would take 
place. 

Just as soon as the Virginian drop- 

anchor Captain Blanger worked 
he Montcalm alongside the big liner, 
As Captain Belanger anticipated, 
heavy seas caused his vessel to crash 
against the Virginian, First the for- 
ward part of her side was twisted, 
pulling the long iron bolts through 
the hardwood as if the latter were 
paper. Both ships then moved in to- 
ward the entrance of the harbor and 
anchored between Livingstone’s Shoals 
and Low Point Light. Instantly the 
Montcalm steam gracefully along 
side, and 52 passengers, 251 bags, 
and 93 baskets of mail were put off 
board, the whole time occupying 
about 40 minutes. The train with 
mails and passengers made the run 
from Montreal to Sydney in 30 hours 
and 40 minutes,

U. 8. WHEAT CROP, 


Wasrington, June 10—The crop re- 
porting board of the bureau of ‘sta- 
tistics of the department of agricul- 
ture’ finds from ‘the reports of the cor- 
respondents and agents of the bureau, 
as follows: Preliminary returns of 
the acreage of spring wheat sown in- 
dicate an area of about 16,464,000 
acres, a decrease of 1,242,000 acres, or 
7.0 per cent .as compared with the 
final estimate of the acreage sown 
last year (17,706,000). The average 
condition of spring wheat on June Ist 
was 88.7 as compared with 93.4 at the 
corresponding date last year and a ten 
year acreage of 94.3. The average 
dition of spring wheat on June Ist 
was 88.7 as compared with 93.4 at the 
correspondinig date last year and a 
ten year acreage of 94.3.

LANDMARK BEING REMOVED. 


One of Edmonton’s oldest land- 
marks is being removed teday in the 
demolition of the log building to the 
south of the Great ‘Wont Real Fstate 
Co. at the bend in Jasper avenue.near 
the Bulletin office. The work is being 
done by A. Z. MacCauley, Wisc secur- | 


ed the contract from the former own- 
ers, the Stovel estate. 

The ancient structure dates back 
from the village period of Edmonton 
in the year 1880. It was first oce- 
pied as a general store, of which the 
manager was John A, McDougall, and 
C. W. Sutter, immigration agent, the 
|first clerk, afterwards by the A. Mac- 
Donald & Co. as a retail store and 
Mr. Pagerie os a restaurant. 

In later years Sheriff W. 8. Robert- 
sor used the buildinig as his resid- 
ence, and still more recently John 
Peacock, of Wood murder case no- 
toriety, kept a saloon within its pre- 
cincts. R. Strachan, a lawyer, sub. 
sequently had his office in the buiid- 


ing. 

“hen John Cameron conducted a 
general gtocery store and afterwards 
conn MeNamara used it as headquar- 
fers fo rthe purchase of hides. U: 
fill the time it was disposed oi Wil- 
son, Dewar and McKinnon and Som- 
mervile Bros. had utiiized the old 
building for a tinshop and the stor- 
oge of hardware. 

At the time of its erection Jasper 
avenue was but a growth of wovds, 
the trial from the Hudson’s Bay fort 
in the west end, being along the river 
bank, following what is now in part 
College avenue. At the present site 
of the McDougall church parsorage 
was the old Methodist church and on 
the site of the present high school 
stood the missiono school, now in 
the rear of the Grand View hotel. 
These were the only structures along 
the river front, and the only ones 
in Edmonton assuming to any _ pre- 
tensions at the time. The mission 
school is now the only extant build- 
ing with the exception of the fort, of 
the days that are gone. The only 
other places of dwelling at that time 
were a few shacks in the vicinity 
of the site where the Alberta hotel 
now stands.

REMAINS SENT: 
BACK TO CHINA| 


Six Bodies Disintered After 
Being Buried for 10 Years 


New Westminster, June 10,.—The 
remains of six.Celestials, which for 
ten yeats have been reposing in the 
Chinese cemetery, were dragged irom 
their .resting places, and within a 
few days will be started. on the last 
long journey to China, where they 
will again be interred, 

The disinterment was carried out in 
accordance with the immemorial cus- 
tom of the Chinese, who cannot rest 
in peace until assured that their 
ashes will find a resting place in their 
native soil. Only those whose bones 
lie, in the soil of the Celestial Empire, 
will in the opinion of the Chinese, 
have any chance for the Chinese hea- 
ven, those, whose remains lie any- 
where else being forced to share the 
fate of the “foreign devils,” among 
whom it has been their evil lot to be 
interred, and of whose ultimate fate 
according to the Chinese idea, the less 
said the better. 

The bodies of all the Chinese in- 
terred in the cemetery are treated in | 
this fashion, a space of ten years be- 
ing allowed to elapse between burial 
and disinterment. This space is set 
by th civic regulations, and as a gen- 
eral rule, it is found that. little re- 
mains besides the bare skeleton after 
that time. ' 


$4,000,000 FOR 
/ART COLLECTION

i P. Morgan is to Purchase the 
Famous Kann Collection. 


New York, June 9.—The art world 
is expectantly awaiting the news from 
Paris within a short time that Pier- 
pont Morgan has secured the great 
Rudolph Khann art collection, which 
will be brought to America and ad- 
ded to the growing galleries of the 
world’s art treasures on this side of 
the Atlantic. Advices received from 
Europe indicate that between $3,000,- 
000: and $4,000,000 will be paid for 
the collection, Sir Casper Purdon 
Clarke, director of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art is now in Europe, and 
it is reported to-day that he will 
meet Mr, Morgan in Paris, where the 
negotiations for the purchase of the 
jamous art collection of George 
Hoentschell. ‘The acquisition of the 
Kann collection will give art in Am- 
erica a decided uplift. With the Kann 
and’ Hoentschell collection added to 
the American galleries leaders of the 
local art fiel declare that the 
museums of the eld world will con- 
tain little to draw the American stu- 
dents. 

The Kann collection is known the 
world over to connoisseurs. It is 
made not only of rarest paintings, 
but of treasures in ivory and sculp- 
ture. Kann, who made his fortune in 
South Africa, spent a quarter of a 
century acquiring the art’ works tuat 
made his name famous. Limoges, 
enamels, ancient carvings from cha- 
pela, as well as well as oriental and 
medieval textiles“ were assembled by 
Mr. Kann. The collection comprises 
many rare and old paintings’ which 
are the best examples of the tech- 
nique of the old masters.

THE QUESTION 
NOT SETTLED 


U. S. Japs Lay Their Troubles 
Before Home Party. 


Tokio, June 10—A_ deputation oi 
Japanese from the United States ap- 
peared ‘today before a meeting of 
the council of the progressive party 
and presented a statement in sub- 
stance as follows: The settlement of 
the San Francisco trouble cannot be 
considered as final and a reoccurrence 
of the difficulty may be expected at 
any time. It is absolutely necessary 
to place the Japanese in a position to 
receive exactly the same treatment as 
is accorded Europeans. The law seg- 
regating Japanese was passed three 
years ego, but the authorities hesitat- 
ed to carry out its provisions. Its 
sudden enforcement last year occur- 
red soon after the yeturn of Mayor 
Schmit from Germany, where he had 
an audience with Emperor William. 
Consequently some are inclined to at 
tribute the mayor’s anti-Japanese at- 
titude to the influence of the Kaiser. 

Another report is to the effect that 
the Hawaiian sugar interests have 
paid the anti-Japanese and anti-Kor- 
ean organization in San Francisco $3,- 
000,000 for preventing Japanese from 
going-to California. The Hochi prints 
a report from Washington stating that 
the Japanese in America are allied 
with the progressive party here in an 
attempt to overthrow the cabinet on 
account of the American qnestion, but 
little credence is placed in this as- 
sertion, It is true, however, that the 
progressive party is the only political 
organization which has publicly taken 
up the question. While avoiding ex- 
pressions of marked sympathy with 
the alleged victims of the anti-Jap- 
anese sentiment in America, there 1s 
no doubt that the progressives will 
use the San Francisco troubles as a 
weapon with which to attack the 
government, should the ministry al- 
fect n speedy and satisfactory settle- 
ment. The United States question is 
likely to afford the most popular 
platform for the progressive and other 
opposition parties that are preparing 
for the general election next spring.
